The money would provide fw changes in 


curriculum , increased teacher an.' counsel* 


ing services, better equipment and m any oth­ 
er item s dem anded by a modern sy stem of 
education. 
West Virginia’s often-quoted Feaster Re­ 
port pinpointed some of the state’s problems 


and Hancock County school leaders have fur­ 
ther described the needs for their area. 
Scliool officials, parent-teacher groups and 
other interested persons have worked hard 
the last few months ex plaining the necessity 
for the levy . The issue is quite clear. It is 
this: Will Hancock voters support a plan call­ 
ing for what qualified authorities believe vill 
m ean a better education for the county ’s 
y oung people? 
We feel it is the obligation of every quali­ 
fied voter to go to the polls Tuesday and 
cast a ballot in favor of the levy . In a sense, 
they not only will be voting for themselves, 
but for hundreds of county students who do 
not y et have the right to vote, but who should 
be given a better chance to learn what that 
right entails. 


A Wo rd To The Wise 


**A community that wishes to attract new 
industry should not only be a place where 
products can be m ade efficiently , but also a 
place where lives can be lived with satis­ 
faction.” 
These were the words of Albert J. Berdis 
last night in an address during the annual 
Kiski Valley industrial appreciation dinner 
at Vandergrift, Pa. 


Mr. Berdis speaks with quite a bit of au­ 
thority . He is president of Weirton Steel and 
Midwest Steel divisions of the National Steel 
Corp. and only a week ago was one of nine 
m en in the U.S. to receive the coveted Horatio 
Alger aw ard. 
He pointed out that a community seeking 
industry “ should ask itself frankly , honestly , 
how it would look through the ey es (rf a per­ 
son seeing it for the first tim e.” 


The condition of homes, streets, municipal 
buildings, parks, schools, recreation facili­ 
ties and business district were among those 
things singled out for special attention. 
Mr. Berdis em phasized that a new industry 


brings more jobs and pay rolls to a community 
in addition to indirect benefits such as com­ 
pany spending, the spending of pay rolls in 
the community , the benefit of increased trav­ 
el into the community as a result of the 
industry , the security of industrial diversi­ 
fication, a larger tax base and the general 
stimulation of increased activity . 
“ In return for these im portant benefits,** 
he said, “ the community owes industry an 
obligation to keep itself a good community in 
all respects. The wise community will show 
that it recognizes this obligation before it 
asks industry to come in. In turn, industry 
owes an obligation to the community : 
it 
should come in as a good citizen and conduct 
itself as one.” 
He stressed that if a community looking 
for industry achieves high standards, it not 
only will be seeking—it will be sought for 
as well. 
There is plenty of food for thought in his 
words for every resident of East Liverpool 
as the city goes about the job of try ing to 
progress. 


A Neig hbo rho o d Ca mpus 


“ Do y ou think I ’m too old?” is ex pected 
to be the m ost frequently asked question of 
Kent State University representatives, who 
will start registering prospective ex tension 
students nex t Monday night. 


The planned KSU ex tension center for E ast 
Liverpool is scheduled to open nex t fall, en­ 
rolling y oung and old alike, but it is antici­ 
pated that a large num ber of adults seeking 
to further their education or obtain specialized 
training will be a part of the program . 


F. L. Speir, ex tension director of the uni­ 
versity who has been speaking to various 
clubs here this week, said the age problem 
is the num ber one questiMi m et by school 
agents. He said the answer is, “ No one is 
too old.” 


It is likely that many people in the dis­ 
trict do not fully g r a ^ the significance of 


the ex tension program . Full college credit 
courses will be m ade available right here, 
bringing a university campus to every one’s 
neighborhood. 
Neither the ichool nor local agencies stand 
to benefit financially from the courses, which 
cost only enough to support the salaries of 
the instructors. The only ones who will profit 
will be the students — from 16 to 96 wdio 
have a particular education need, either for a 
degree or some other special reason. 
No one can be urged into this program . 
But no one with an interest in college-level 
training should overlook the meaningful op­ 
portunities in the ex tension center which will 
be ours only if w arranted by a sufficient en­ 
rollment. 
The university representatives will be at 
the high school on Monday nights from 7 to 9 
for the nex t few months, starting nex t week.

THE AUSTRALIANS now oper­

Therefore their Conciliation and 
A rbitration Act say s that if both 
sides 
can’t 
conciliate, 
then 
the 
government — speaking for the 
community — has the 
right to 
m ake that decision for them for a 
period lasting 
as 
long 
as 
five 
y ears. 'The government has the 
power to punish with heavy fines 
those who defy the decisions. 
In the United States we are just 
about beginning to see labor’s ad­ 
mission that it is a public insti­ 
tution. Ladies G arm ent W orker’s 
Union Leader David Dubinsky put 
it this way to a few of us the 
other day : 
“ A union does have a respon­ 
sibility not only to its m em bers 
and officers but to the public, too. 
A union is not a private affair. 
It is a public institution.” 
If 
Dubinsky ’s 
attitude 
seeps 
through the rest of U.S. labor, we 
m ay not be far from the Austra­ 
lian sy stem of industrial peaace. 
H ere’s how it works: 
At the very moment a union or 
an employ er believes there is a 
dispute, or even a situation which 
could lead to a dispute (meaning 
possible strike), he must, under 
the law, notify the government. 
The government can also move in 
without being notified. 


THIS IS DONE by calling 
on 
some federal officials known as 
the Conciliation Commissioners or 
the Commonwealth Court of Con­ 
ciliation and Arbitration. 
Each industry has its own com­ 
m issioners. 
'Then 
oné 
of 
these 
peacem akers draws on his pipe 
and looks at the documents and 
the list of dem ands the union or 
the employ ers are preparing 
to 
throw at one another. 'The com­ 
m issioner 
the'n 
decides 
whether 
it is a dispute. 
If so, he can summon both sides 
to a conference. 
In a crisis such as the steel war 
now in its sitzkrieg stage, 
the 
commissioner could order in the 
four union negotiators, led by Dave 
McDonald, and the four industry 
ex ecutives, 
headed 
by 
Conrad 
Cooper. 
Both parties to a labor dispute 
in Australia have to go to the 
conference. Otherwise they would 
be fined. If they agree, that's it. 
The aw ard is registered. 
The 
conciliation 
commissioner 
has jurisdiction only over special 
wages and the fringes, rest rooms, 
canteens, 
lunchrooms, 
t oi l e t s , 
clothes lockers and shelters

bicy cles. Final decision on the big 
basic wage and hours (such as

Do n’t Ex pect To o Much

WASHINGTON 
It is only realistic to ex pect very 
little from the foreign m inisters 
m eeting in Geneva or, if it is held 
later, from a sum m it m eeting be­ 
tween President Eisenhower and 
P rem ier Khrushchev. 
The following possibilities seem 
all that can be ex pected from all 
the discussions for a long time: 
1. The 
West 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union eventually may reach some 
agreem ent to stop nuclear weap­ 
ons testing to avoid fallout dan­ 
gers; 
and they m ay find some 
way of easing their dispute over 
West Berlin. 
2. If 
the 
talks 
can 
continue 
without an ex plosion, there may 
be what diplomats like to call an 
easing 
of 
tensions. 
T hat’s 
a 
phrase m ade of rubber. It could 
turn out to be real and helpful. 
It could prove to be a dangerous 
my th. 
Here are some reasons for not 
ex pecting sensational agreem ents, 
starting with the broadest prob­ 
lem — disarm am ent 
and going 
on to the discussions at Geneva 
now among the foreign m inisters 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain, France. 
A 
truly 
broad 
disarm am ent 
agreem ent seems out of the ques­ 
tion for y ears. The West is hugely 
outnum bered by the Communist 
world in m ilitary m anpower. The 
only thing the West has to offset 
the num erical superiority is nu­ 
clear weapons. 
So long as the West and the 
Soviets retain 
nuclear weapons, 
talk of a general disarm am ent is 
m ore idealistic than practical. But 
isn’t it possible the two sides m ay 
agree on banning nuclear weap­ 
ons, too? Not for a long, long 
time. 
Nuclear testing may be detect­ 
ed. But scientists now have no 
way of detecting stockpiles of nu­ 
clear 
weapons 
which 
a 
nation 
wants to conceal. So even if both 
sides agreed never to use nuclear 
weapons in war, this would be the 
result: 
Neither 
side 
could 
feel 
safe 
about the 
promise 
unless 
both 
ades 
destroy ed 
their 
nuclear 
weapon supplies. But neither side 
could be sure such a promise was 
carried out, when neither can tell 
whether the other cheated and has 


secrelly stored such weapons for 
future use. 
At » Geneva both sides are m ak­ 
ing pjroposals, each with its own 
interests in mind: 
The» Soviets want the West to 
recogjiize the Communist govern­ 
m ent of E ast Germ any as the 
legitim ate 
government 
of 
that 
country . The West refuses. 
Such recognition would suit the 
Soviet« ? because it would strength­ 
en the Communist grip on East 
Germ:my and all the other E u­ 
ropean: satellites. Any hope the 
people in those countries still had 
for freedom from Red rule would 
be badly diminished. 
But 
the West wants to keep 
hope alive in the satellite peoples. 
F urther, 
the big W estern 
pow­ 
ers a r c allied with West Germ any 
which « wants the two Germ any s 
united amd hc^es such unification 
will m ean a Germ any linked with 
the West. 
At Geneva the West unveiled a 
program for eventual unification, 
with th« people of the two Ger­ 
many s noting on the kind of gov­ 
ernment^ they want. 
The W est seem s to have 
no 
doubt oft the outcome—a govern­ 
m ent linlved with the West—or it 
wouldn’t (have m ade such an offer. 
F urth e r,' in any voting the West 
G erm ans 
would 
outnumber 
the 
E ast Genmans by better than two 
to one. 
Khrushchev already has said he 
wouldn’t let Communist E ast G er­ 
m any go capitalist. So while there 
m ay be a lot of gum beating at 
Geneva ov’e r the W estern proposal 
— which the Soviets have scorned 
— the p ro^ s a l seems doomed. 
The Sovtets want the W estern 
Big Three ^ 
get their troops out 
of West Beklin. No wonder. That 
part of Berlin is 100 miles within 
Communist 
E ast 
Germany . 
It’s 
the most real and advanced West­ 
ern outpost inside the Communist 
world. 
It’s a cona;tant beacon of hope 
for E ast G erm ans who want to 
flee to the W est. It dispels any 
doubts 
of those 
E ast Germ ans 
that the W ^ t is 
standing fast 
against total -Soviet domination of 
E ast G erm any . 
But the Wiest insists, for the 
reasons given^ plUu others, that 
it won’t pull its troops out of Ber­ 
lin. And the deadlock rem ains.

Ike Sho uld Remind Reds Of Summit Sta nd 


GENEVA 
There is an envious weakness in 
the American strategy at the Four 
Power Conference and only P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower can rem ove it. 
T h e Soviets 
have been re­ 
peatedly t ol d 
by t h e press 


of the w or l d 
that, no m at­ 
ter what hap- 
p e n s at the 
Geneva confer­ 
ence, there will 
be a “ sum m it’* 
c o n f e r ence 
any how. Under David Lawrence 
such circum stances, the Soviets are 
say ing to them selves, “ What dif­ 
ference does it m ake if we turn 
down the ‘package’ plan and every ­ 
thing else?” 
Here are four governments rep- 
rested by their highest officials 
vested with the responsibility 
of 
conducting 
d i p l o m a t i c 
rela­ 
tions with other countries and y et, 
ia effect, the world is being told 
that these men are m ere figure­ 
heads and that what they do or 
say at Geneva doesn’t m ake the 
slightest difference to the heads of 
their respective governments, for 
those four chief personalities m ust 
gather later this sum m er any way . 


WHY SHOULD the President of 
the United States perm it such a 
farce to go on? 
If 
the 
United 
States m eans what it say s — and 
certainly the television speech last 
week by Secretary of State H erter, 
approved by the President, ex ­ 
pressed courageously the American 
viewpoint — why should there not 
be serious negotiations here and 
agreem ents reached that could be 
formally ratified later by the heads 
of state? 
The way m atters look now, this 
conference is to oe a perfunctory 
affair, with a good deal of w ran­ 
gling on details and with a final 
communique 
confessing 
to 
the 
world that the four foreign minis­ 
ters have failed in their duty . 
Presum ably then only the four 
heads of state can straighten it all 
out. 
This m ay be the Communist con­ 
ception of the whole “ negotiation,” 
but it hardly seems plausible that 
the W estern governments would 
be parties to 
s uc h 
a 
brazen 
artifice. 
It is true that President Eisen­ 
hower has said several times that 
there would be a sum m it confer­ 
ence only if the results at the 
f>'-eign m inisters conference here 
justify it. But newspaper w riters 
generally and, indeed, the diplo­ 
m ats in London have discounted 
that statem ent to such an ex tent 
that the feeling is 
rather 
wide­ 
spread about the certainty of a 
sum m it meeting no m atter whether 
any thing substantial is achieved at 
the current conference. 
The tragic fact is that the dia­ 
bolical hand of domestic politics 
has something to do wiü i it all. 
In Britain, for instance, the two 
m ajor parties are at each other’s 


throats all the time. P rim e Min­ 
ister M acmillan has postponed th« 
election that is in the offing be­ 
cause he say s he doesn’t want the 
critical situation in the world to 
be a m atter of political com bat. He 
added that he thought the c h a nc y 
of his party would be better a lit­ 
tle later on any how, though he 
didn’t say whether he m eant after 
a successful sum m it conference. 


IT OUGHT to be clear to every ­ 
body that 
a 
sum m it conference 
can hardly 
be 
a 
long-drawn-out 
affair and that a week devoted to 
such nn occasion would be a lot 
of tim e for the President to be 
away from the United States. 
It would be im practicable to un­ 
dertake any lengthy negotiations at 
a sum m it conference. So, unless the 
m ajor part of the agreem ents to be 
reached are completed at Geneva, 
it would appear to be futile for 
the President to go to any con­ 
ference. 
If Mr. 
Eisenhower 
annwinced 
now that he has m ade up his mind 
not to go to a sum m it conference 
unless a specific solution is reached 
on the Berlin problem, for ex am ­ 
ple, it would serve notice on the 
foreign m inisters at Geneva that 
they m usl accomplish 
something 
tangible, and it would put an end 
to the trivialities which are using 
up valuable time. 
Certainly the Soviets knew in 
advance that the Four Power Con­ 
ference was to be participated in 
by the representatives of the four 
governments only and that there 
was not intention to 
adm it 
any 
o t h e r governmental representa­ 
tives, even though it was recog­ 
nized that various advisers from 
other countries m ight come here 
to give their views informally to 
ai.y of the four foreign m inisters. 
F or the Soviet envoy to try to 
crash the gate at this late date and 
get E ast 
Germ any , 
Poland 
and 
Czechslovakia in to the conference 
is to introduce frivolity and irre­ 
sponsibility into the whole affair. 


THE 
REPRESENTATIVES 
of 
Britain, France 
and the United 
States did not come 
to 
Geneva 
to engage in a propaganda debate 
or to wrangle over procedural de­ 
tails. 'They cam e with the sincere 
purpose of reaching agreem ent on 
fundam ental issues. Unless P res­ 
ident Eisenhower takes a hand 
and quietly but firm ly lets it be 
known that he will not go to a 
sum m it conference unless specific 
problems are disposed of, there wiU 
be m ore and m ore delay and less 
and less chance of any thing being 
accomplished by the four foreign 
m inisters 
The package plan, of course, will 
be presented in a day or so by the 
West, after which an 
announce­ 
m ent by the President that be will 
go to a sum m it conference only if 
there is a 
solution 
reached at 
Geneva on the West Berlin issue 
could have a salutary effect on the 
whole situation and perhaps salv­ 
age something out of what seem f 
to date to be only an adventure in 
Soviet propaganda.

D ear Nephew: This is the tim e 
of the y ear when we swap ideas 
about education. It’s commence­ 
m ent tim e again. 
My idea this y ear m ay get me 
stood in a corner. It cam e to me 
one day this week 
when 
I met 
Chan Gatlin. 
He’s the one who 
owned the 
s p r e a d where they 
drilled the oil wells. R em em ber I 
told y ou about him? All that money 
coming in? 
Well, Chan never had gone to 
school enough to satisfy him. He 
was self-educated. But unlike many 
self-educated p e op l e , who think 
they learneu it all, Chan grieved 
because he knew so little. 
Last fall he signed up for higher 
education and becam e a campus 
conranuter. It was an unusual thing 
to do, considering that the pupil 
was past retirem ent age. So, as I 
started to say , I m et Chan Catlin. 
He told m e he dropped out after 
the first sem ester. Said it w asn’t 
the way he figured it was going to 
be. His idea of higher education, 
he said, was teaching people how 
to use their noodles. 
But the higher education he was 
getting was m em ory work. He was 
supposed t.' memorize dates and 
laws and rules and passages out 
of books, and all this didn’t make 
any sense to old Chan. 
He 
had 
lived a lifetime without 
knowing 
any of that stuff and he could see 
no point ia beating out his brains 
over it >vhen he had one foot in 
the grave. 
He was pretty bitter about it. He 
said education had been m ade into 
a fetish in this country . A diploma 
was supposed to w ard off evil and 
bring good things to the possessor. 
This kind of voodoo worship is 
not very becoming to a 
society 
that is supposed to be geared to 
rationalism , he said. Chan told m e 
he had a hunch a lot of people 
giving lip service to what education 
is supposed to be doing do not be­ 
lieve what they say . They too have 
discovered that mumbo-jumbo is 
being fobbed off on people in the 
nam e of education. 
But they ’re 
afraid to say so, because of the 
fetish. 


It reminded m e of soihething y ou 
told m e once about y our ex perience 
in education. You said 
y ou 
had 
m um bled through a lot of gunk 
that was a waste of tim e and read 
• lot of books th at subsequently 


were discarded as worthless but 
that y ou figured the value of edu­ 
cation was not what y ou learned 
by rote. You had decided it was 
how y ou learned to think about the 
learning of others. In short, it was 
learning to respect knowledge and 
the intel’ectual processes, as op­ 
posed to brute force, coercion and 
the 
other 
anti - intellectual 
pro­ 
cesses. 
But old Chan, the 10 p.m. scholar, 
knew all that. He respected the 
m entality of m.an. He had proved 
by his own behavior that he was 
too strong to fall 
prey to anti- 
intellectual processes 
that reject 
every thing which does not fit in 
with the notion that m an is a talk­ 
ing wart-hog that can walk on ita 
hind legs. 
There was no point in Chan’e 
going to school. He already was 
educated. He had done the job 
himself. He did not know dates and 
formulas and chatter, but he knew 
why it was necessary to respect 
the intellectual p r o c e s s e s that 
m ade men better than wart-hogs. 
If my point hasn’t been m ade by 
this tim e it never can be m ade at 
all. Edu'*ation is 
not worth the 
trouble if it cannot m ake people 
respect 
the 
intellectual 
way of 
making decisions. Any thing short 
of 
that 
is 
anim al-training. 
You 
don’t “ educate” a dog; y ou “train” 
it. 
Chan Catlin could have found a 
school that satisfied him, but an 
educatee takes a c h a n c c. 
All 
schools look the sam e on the out­ 
side. You have to get acquainted 
with the inside to know which ones 
have teachers.

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Hancock Levy Deserves Support

At issue is an additional 50 per cent levy 


to finance an extensive modernization pro­ 


gram . lf approved, it would raise $2 million 


over a five-year period. 


The money would provide for changes in 


curriculum , increased teacher an.’ counsel­ 


ing services, better equipment and many oth­ 
er items demanded by a modern system of 
education. 
West Virginia’s often-quoted Feaster Re­ 
port pinpointed some of the state’s problems 


and Hancock County school leaders have fur­ 
ther described the needs for their area. 
School officials, parent-teacher groups and 
other interested persons have worked hard 
the last few months explaining the necessity 
for the levy. The issue is quite clear. It is 
this: Will Hancock voters support a plan call­ 
ing for what qualified authorities believe will 
m ean a better education for the county’s 
young people? 
We feel it is the obligation of every quali­ 
fied voter to go to the polis Tuesday and 
cast a ballot in favor of the levy. In a sense, 
they not only will be voting for themselves, 
but for hundreds of county students who do 
not yet have the right to vote, but who should 
be given a better chance to learn what that 
right entails. 


A Word To The Wise 


“ A community that wishes to attract new 
industry should not only be a place where 
products can be made efficiently, but also a 
place where lives can be lived with satis­ 
faction.’* 


These were the words of Albert J. Berths 
last night in an address during the annual 
Kiski Valley industrial appreciation dinner 
at Vandergrift, Pa. 


Mr. Berths speaks with quite a bit of au­ 
thority. He is president of Weirton Steel and 
Midwest Steel divisions of the National Steel 
Corp. and only a week ago was one of nine 
men in the U.S. to receive the coveted Horatio 
Alger award. 


He pointed out that a community seeking 
industry “should ask itself frankly, honestly, 
how it would look through the eyes (rf a per­ 
son seeing it for the first tim e.’’ 
The condition of homes, streets, municipal 
buildings, parks, schools, recreation facili­ 
ties and business district were among those 
things singled out for special attention. 


Mr. Berths emphasized that a new industry 


brings more jobs and payrolls to a community 
in addition to indirect benefits such as com­ 
pany spending, the spending of payrolls in 
the community, the benefit of increased trav­ 
el into the community as a result of the 
industry, the security of industrial diversi­ 
fication, a larger tax base and the general 
stimulation of increased activity. 
“ In return for these im portant benefits,** 
he said, “ the community owes industry an 
obligation to keep itself a good community in 
all respects. The wise community will show 
that it recognizes this obligation before it 
asks industry to come in. In turn, industry 
owes an obligation to the community: it 
should come in as a good citizen and conduct 
itself as one.’* 
He stressed that if a community looking 
for industry achieves high standards, it not 
only will be seeking—it will be sought for 
as well. 
There is plenty of food for thought in his 
words for every resident of East Liverpool 
as the city goes about the job of trying to 
progress. 


A Neighborhood Campus 


“ Do you think I ’m too old?’* is expected 


to be the most frequently asked question of 
Kent State University representatives, who 
will start registering prospective extension 
students next Monday night. 
The planned KSU extension center for East 
Liverpool is scheduled to open next fall, en­ 
rolling young and old alike, but it is antici­ 
pated that a large number of adults seeking 
to further their education or obtain specialized 
training will be a part of the program. 


F. L. Speir. extension director of the uni­ 
versity who has been speaking to various 
clubs here this week, said the age problem 
is the number one question met by school 
agents. He said the answer is, “ No one is 
too old.” 


It is likely that many people in the dis­ 
trict do not fully grasp the significance of 


the extension program. Full college credit 
courses will be made available right here, 
bringing a university- campus to everyone’s 
neighborhood. 
Neither the school nor local agencies stand 
to benefit financially from the courses, which 
cost only enough to support the salaries of 
the instructors. The only ones who will profit 
will be the students — from 16 to % who 
have a particular education need, either for a 
degree or some other special reason. 
No one can be urged into this program. 
But no one with an interest in college-level 
training should overlook the meaningful op­ 
portunities in the extension center which will 
be ours only if warranted by a sufficient en­ 
rollment. 
The university representatives will be at 
the high school on Monday nights from 7 to 9 
for the next few months, starting next week 


Now It's The Plastic Bag Scare 


The half-hysterical demand that has gone 
up for outlawing plastic bags because a few 
children have pulled them over their heads 
and died of suffocation is reminiscent of the 
refrigerator scare.

Of all the systems 
interesting 
government officials, the Austra­ 
lian practice intrigues our special­ 
ists the nost. We took their ballot; 
we may yet take their system of 
reason instead of brute force — 
whether that force is of musdle or 
money. 


THE AUSTRALIANS now oper­ 
ate on the simple theory that the 
community “ is 
affected by 
and 
has an interest in all industrial 
disputes.” 
Therefore their Conciliation and 
Arbitration Act says that if both 
sides 
can’t conciliate, 
then 
the 
government — speaking for the 
community — has the 
right to 
make that decision for them for a 
period lasting 
as long 
as 
five 
years. The government has the 
power to punish with heavy fines 
those who defy the decisions. 
In the United States we are just 
about beginning to see labor’s ad­ 
mission that it is a public insti­ 
tution. Ladies Garment Worker’s 
Union Leader David Dubinsky put 
it this way to a few of us the 
other day: 
“ A union does have a respon­ 
sibility not only to its members 
and officers but to the public, too. 
A union is not a private affair. 
It is a public institution.” 
If 
Dubinsky’s 
attitude 
seeps 
through the rest of U.S. labor, we 
may not be far from the Austra­ 
lian system of industrial peaace. 
Here’s how it works: 
At the very moment a union or 
an employer believes there is a 
dispute, or even a situation which 
could lead to a dispute (meaning 
possible strike), he must, under 
the law. notify the government. 
The government can also move in 
without being notified. 


THIS IS DONE by calling 
on 
some federal officials known as 
the Conciliation Commissioners or 
the Common wealth Court of Con­ 
ciliation and Arbitration. 
Each industry has its own com­ 
missioners. 
Then 
one 
of 
these 
peacem akers draws on his pipe 
and looks at the documents and 
the list of demands the union or 
the employers are preparing 
to 
throw at one another. The com­ 
missioner 
theh 
decides 
whether 
it is a dispute. 
If so. he can summon both sides 
to a conference. 
In a crisis such as the steel war 
now* in its sitzkrieg stage, 
the 
commissioner could order in the 
four union negotiators, led by Dave 
McDonald, and the four industry 
executives, 
headed 
by 
Conrad 
Cooper. 
Both parties to a labor dispute 
in Australia have to go to the 
conference 
Otherwise they would 
be fined, lf they agree, that's it. 
The award is registered. 
The 
conciliation 
commissioner 
has jurisdiction only over special 
wages and the fringes, rest rooms, 
canteens, 
lunchrooms, t o i l e t s , 
clothes lockers and shelters 
for 
bicycles. Final decision on the big 
basic wage and hours (such as 
McDonald’s drive 
for

week) is turned over to the big 
court itself.

Don’t Expect Too Much

WASHINGTON 
It is only realistic to expect very 
. little from the foreign m inisters 
meeting in Geneva or, if it is held 
later, from a summit meeting be­ 
tween President Eisenhower and 
Prem ier Khrushchev. 


The following possibilities seem 
all that can be expected from all 
the discussions for a long time: 
1. The 
West 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union eventually may reach some 
agreem ent to stop nuclear weap­ 
ons testing to avoid fallout dan­ 
gers; 
and they may find some 
way of easing their dispute over 
West Berlin. 
2. If 
the 
talks 
can 
continue 
without an explosion, there may 
be what diplomats like to call an 
easing 
of 
tensions. 
T hat’s 
a 
phrase made of rubber. It could 
turn out to be real and helpful. 
It could prove to be a dangerous 
myth. 
Here are some reasons for not 
expecting sensational agreements, 
starting with the broadest prob­ 
lem — disarm am ent — and going 
on to the discussions at Geneva 
now among the foreign ministers 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain, France. 
A 
truly 
broad 
disarm am ent 
agreement seems out of the ques­ 
tion for years. The West is hugely 
outnumbered by the Communist 
world in military manpower. The 
only thing the West has to offset 
the numerical superiority is nu­ 
clear weapons. 
So long as the West and the 
Soviets retain 
nuclear weapons, 
talk of a general disarm am ent is 
more idealistic than practical. But 
isn’t it possible the two sides may 
agree on banning nuclear weap­ 
ons, too? Not for a long, long 
time. 
Nuclear testing may be detect­ 
ed. But scientists now have no 
way of detecting stockpiles of nu­ 
clear 
weapons 
which 
a 
nation 
wants to conceal. So even if both 
sides agreed never to use nuclear 
weapons in war, this would be the 
result: 
Neither 
side 
could 
feel 
safe 
about the 
promise 
unless 
both 
sides 
destroyed 
their 
nuclear 
weapon supplies. But neither side 
could be sure such a promise was 
carried out, when neither can tell

So while there 
may be a lot of gumbeating at 
Geneva over the Western proposal 
— which tile Soviets have scorned 
— the proposal seems doomed. 
The Soviets want the Western 
Big Three fco get their troops out 
of West Beylin. No wonder. That 
part of Berlin is IOO miles within

It’s 
the most real and advanced West­ 
ern outpost inside the Communist 
world. 
It’s a constant beacon of hope 
for East Germ ans who want to 
flee to the West. It dispels any 
doubts 
of those

against total 'Soviet domination of 
East Germany. 
But the West insists, for the 
reasons givens pluo others, that 
it won’t pull its troops out of Ber­ 
lin. And the deadlock remains. 


GENEVA 
There is an obvious weakness in 
the American strategy at the Four 
Power Conference and only Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower can remove it. 
T h e Soviets

of the w o r l d 
that, no m at­ 
ter what hap- 
p e n s at the 
Geneva confer­ 
ence, there will 
be a “ sum m it” 
c o n f e r ence 
anyhow. Under David Lawrence 
such circumstances, the Soviets are 
saying to themselves, “ What dif­ 
ference does it make if we turn 
down the package’ plan and every­ 
thing else?” 
Here are four governments rep- 
rested by their highest officials 
vested with the responsibility 
of 
conducting d i p l o m a t i c 
rela­ 
tions with other countries and yet, 
in effect, the world is being told 
that these men are m ere figure­ 
heads and that what they do or 
say at Geneva doesn’t make the 
slightest difference to the heads of 
their respective governments, for 
those four chief personalities must 
gather later this summer anyway. 


WHY SHOULD the President of 
the United States perm it such a 
farce to go on? 
If 
the 
United 
States means what it says — and 
certainly the television speech last 
week by Secretary of State Herter, 
approved by the President, 
ex­ 
pressed courageously the American 
view-point — why should there not 
be serious negotiations here and 
agreements reached that could be 
formally ratified later by the heads 
of state? 
The way m atters look now, this 
conference is to oe a perfunctory 
affair, with a good deal of wran­ 
gling on details and with a final 
communique 
confessing 
to 
the 
world that the four foreign minis­ 
ters have failed in their duty. 
Presum ably then only the four 
heads of state can straighten it all 
out. 
This may be the Communist con­ 
ception of the whole “ negotiation,” 
but it hardly seems plausible that 
the Western governments would 
be parties to 
s u c h 
a 
brazen 
artifice. 
It is true that President Eisen­ 
hower has said several times that 
there would be a summit confer­ 
ence only if the results at the 
(re ig n ministers conference here 
justify it. But newspaper writers 
generally and, indeed, 
the diplo­ 
mate in London have discounted 
that statem ent to such an extent 
that the feeling is 
rather 
wide­ 
spread about the certainty of a 
summit meeting no m atter whether 
anything substantial is achieved at 
the current conference. 
The tragic fact is that the dia­ 
bolical hand of domestic politics 
has something to do with it all. 
In Britain, for instance, the two 
m ajor parties are at each other’s 


throats all the time. Prim e Min­ 
ister Macmillan has postponed the 
election that is in the offing be­ 
cause he says he doesn’t want the 
critical situation in the world to 
be a m atter of political combat. He 
added that he thought the chances 
of his party would be better a lit­ 
tle later on anyhow, though he 
didn’t say whether he m eant after 
a successful summit conference. 


IT OUGHT to be clear to every­ 
body that a 
summit conference 
can hardly 
be 
a long-drawu-out 
affair and that a week devoted to 
such nn occasion would be a lot 
of time for the President to bt 
away from the United States. 
It would be im practicable to un­ 
dertake any lengthy negotiations at 
a summit conference. So, unless the 
m ajor part of the agreem ents to be 
reached are completed at Geneva, 
it would appear to be futile for 
the President to go to any con­ 
ference. 
If Mr. 
Eisenhower 
announced 
now that he has made up his mind 
not to go to a summit conference 
unless a specific solution is reached 
on the Berlin problem, for exam ­ 
ple, it would serve notice on the 
foreign ministers at Geneva that 
they must accomplish something 
tangible, and it would put an end 
to the tr ’vialities which are using 
up valuable time. 
Certainly the Soviets knew in 
advance that the Four Power Con­ 
ference was to be participated in 
by the representatives of the four 
governments only and that there 
was not intention to 
admit 
any 
o t h e r governmental representa­ 
tives, even though it was recog­ 
nized that various advisers from 
other countries might come here 
to give their views informally to 
ar y of the four foreign ministers. 
For the Soviet envoy to try to 
crash the gate at this late date and 
get East 
Germany. 
Poland 
and 
Czechslovakia in to the conference 
is to introduce frivolity and irre­ 
sponsibility into the whole affair. 


THE 
REPRESENTATIVES 
of 
Britain, France 
and the United 
States did not come 
to 
Geneva 
to engage in a propaganda debate 
or to wrangle over procedural de­ 
tails. They came with the sincere 
purpose of reaching agreement on 
fundamental issues. Unless Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower takes a hand 
and quietly but firmly lets it be 
known that he will not go to a 
summit conference unless specific 
problems are disposed of, there will 
be more and more delay and less 
and less chance of anything being 
accomplished by the four foreign 
ministers. 
The package plan, of course, will 
be presented in a day or so by the 
West, after which an announce­ 
ment by the President that he will 
go to a summit conference only if 
there is a 
solution 
reached at 
Geneva on the West Berlin issue 
could have a salutary effect on the 
whole situation and perhaps salv­ 
age something out of what seem! 
to date to be only an adventure in 
Soviet propaganda. 


Cotton Corners

Dear Nephew: This is the time 
of the year when we swap ideas 
about education. It’s commence­ 
m ent time again. 
My idea this year may get me 
stood in a corner. It came to me 
one day this week 
when 
I met 
Chan Catlin. 
He’s the one who 
owned the s p r e a d where they 
drilled the oil wells. Remember I 
told you about him? All that money 
coming in? 
Well, Chan never had gone to 
school enough to satisfy him. He 
was self-educated. But unlike many 
self-educated p e o p l e , who think 
they learner it all, Chan grieved 
because he knew so little. 
Last fall he signed up for higher 
education and became a campus 
commuter. It was an unusual thing 
to do, considering that the pupil 
was past retirem ent age. So, as I 
started to say, I met Chan Catlin. 
He told me he dropped out after 
the first semester. Said it wasn’t 
the way he figured it was going to 
be. His idea of higher education. 
he said, was teaching people how­ 
to use their noodles. 
But the higher education he was 
getting was memory work. He was 
supposed t. memorize dates and 
laws and rules and passages out 
of books, and all this didn’t make 
any sense to old Chan. 
He 
had 
lived a lifetime without 
knowing 
any of that stuff and he could see 
no point ii beating out his brains 
over it when he had one foot in 
the grave. 
He was pretty bitter about it. He 
said education had been m ade into 
a fetish in this country. A diploma 
was supposed to ward off evil and 
bring good things to the possessor. 


This kind of voodoo worship is 
not very becoming to a 
society 
that is supposed to be geared to 
rationalism, he said. Chan told me 
he had a hunch a lot of people 
giving lip service to what education 
is supposed to be doing do not be­ 
lieve what they say. They too have 
discovered that mumbo-jumbo is 
being fobbed off on people in the 
name of education. 
But they’re 
afraid to say so, because of the 
fetish. 


It reminded me of something you 
told me once about your experience 
in education. You said 
you 
had 
mumbled through a lot of gunk 
that was a waste of time and read 
a lot (rf books that subsequently 


were discarded as worthless but 
that you figured the value of edu­ 
cation was not what you learned 
by rote. You had decided it was 
how you learned to think about the 
learning of others. In short, it was 
learning to respect knowledge and 
the intel’ectual processes, as op­ 
posed to brute force, coercion and 
the 
other 
anti - intellectual

This is just two more than the 
1956 convention roster. It was 
computed on the basis of rules 
adopted at the last convention. 
The 1960 total could be in­ 
creased by 6 to 1,331 if Hawaii, 
treated as a state in the compu­ 
tation, elects a Republican sena­ 
tor or governor in its first state 
election next July 28. 
Nominations at the national con­ 
vention are by majority.

O • uFor thirteen yearn I had 
trouble tcith a ganglion in m y 
left wrist. One doctor advised 
surgery; another wan against 
operation.

A. It would be hard to say why 
the ganglion just melted away 
but you were lucky. It isn’t 
always so simple. Ganglion is a 
fairly 
common 
condition 
in 
which cyst-like growths form 
within the capsule of joints and 
in tendon sheaths. Surgical re­ 
moval is often advised although 
there are cases in which this 
might not be so. Many ganglions 
vanish following injection of a 
cortisone-like drug.

In 
there anything to do for these 
Unsightly blemishes? In it a 
forerunner of varicose veins?99 
— Miss IV, B. 


A. Not much can he done. 
“Spider burst’* veins are not the 
same as varicose veins. “Spider” 
veins are thread-like blood chan­ 
nels that run just beneath the 
skin surface and often spread 
out from a central pool or point 
Occasionally, without any obvi­ 
ous injury, the veins rupture and 
produce a dark spot or bruise. 
The tiny veins are sometimes 
treated by injection but they al­ 
most always pop up somewhere 
else. So far as is known, nothing 
will prevent development of new 
crops of “spider burst” veins. 


Q. Doctors som etim e advise at* , 
cohol sponging to reduce fever. 
Can young children be sponged 
in this w ay? 


A. Yes, but don’t go too heavy 
on the alcohol. The usual method 
is to employ equal parts of water 
and rubbing alcohol. This is 
sponged on the skin and allowed 
to evaporate. Evaporation of the 
alcohol-water solution is what 
reduces body temperature.
